E lies in an Irish landscape a 
friendly sense of leisured charm; a 
sense of intimacy, too, almost poignant, 
like lovers’ quiet secrets, that seems to 
melt the furthest aspect into the behold- 
ing eyes. On tlis immediate idle day, 
flooded with the clear air of September, 
and the water-gold of an autumn sun ; 
panorama shows lucently and purely; we 
see, and are ennobled. But an odd sigh, 
like the waft of a twilight wing, or a 
murmuring word, drifting like a drowsy 
butterfly, colours the silence and marks 
our approval, 
We are strangely abstracted from our- 
selves. Humanity might be hidden 
behind that horizon; or, indeed, with its 
troubles, it may be gone for ever. We are 
unaware of men and minds, and to think 
of disturbing things would be, now, in- 
harmonious, and alien to the verisimilli- 
tude which this day, unified and fulfilled, 
compels. We are now the mood of the 
place and the time it is. 
We are quaintly unimportant to our- 
selves. We notice that we are on a hill- 
top; that, a few miles away, Queenstown 
gleams mistily, on the blue bay; that, 
nearer us, the Owenabuee slides fluently 
to the estuary where the wood confronts 
the Fort; that, a mile to the east, the 
burring drone of a threshing machine 
glides and shades half-imperceptibly into 
the rhythm of the day; that, in the field 
beside us, corn is being forked from a 
field-stack, to a long-car (in small loads ;

that a man sings a jerky Charleston tune, 
slipping, sometimes, absently into an old 
Trish air. We notice, too, that we are 
very young, with a perplexing sense ol 
oldness about us. 
A dog’s somnolent bark, a quarrel in 
the foxhound kennels, the calling of some 
Sean to dinner by a strident female voice, 
the bell-like clang on an anvil in the 
second valley below; the thurring of a 
"bus on Carr's Hill, the swift stutter of 
a motor-boat in Crosshaven Bay, the 
whistle of a tourist train from Queens- 
town, the sound of a brook not far away— 
these have a queer inevitableness and an 
infinite harmony.

We accept and try to analyse, this 
peace and sympathy. And one of us 
wonders why some terrifying thing makes 
his most list'ess glance commit that appre- 
hension to words, until he revolts hope- 
lessly against this compulsion, and 1s 
vexed that his leisure is not holidáy but 
process. He will, O star-blind fool! walk 
through twenty nights after one elusive 
word to describe the peculiar chill of 


moonlight and the night air, and, 
eventually, write that blank phrase: “‘ It 
was a night of hollow cold '—and then be 


less than half-satisfied, and not sure if it 
be original. 

The other one of us, infinitely wiser, 
knows that nature is an emotion, not an 
intellect (or, more definitely, a conscious 
intellect). and lets her mind and spirit 
ebb in the flowing rhythm of this rich 
idleness; enjoying, feitered by no 
tyrannical words, because she joins her- 
self to the till and sea in the freedom 
which art never allows its prisoner. And 
she is more; for she does not weigh happi- 
ness, nor count it against sorrows. 

We learn now; and we know that 
whosoever goes, on an idle day, hearing 
but once the brook, as the willows and the 
woods do hear it, losing himself but for 
a second’s span in an abstract and com- 
plete cominunion with the wide beech and 
the mangold weed, who is perfect (if for 
what's briefest only) in the art of un- 
consciousness, and who grows in the weed 
and wild-rose and ripples in the reedy 
rivulet, is forever hence a little apart 
from other men, has lost his little identity 
in the need of common greatness, and is 
become an essential and eternal chord in 
the total music and meaning of Being. 
He is, in some measure, great.

We turn from these thoyghts to the 
fields: before us. ‘The cattle that graze 
below Fahalea Wood show an impressive 
indifference to tiine as they crop the grass, 
conscious, we assume, of but the 
immediate. One of us envies them: they 
are happier that each present joy sug- 
gests no relentless retrospect nor tortuous 
conjuhctions of words and accents. They 
do not wonder what this hour will seem 
in twenty years anon. They are not 
accursed by the imposition of an acquired 
brain on their natural minds, which stalks 
each casual vision or thought like a night- 
mare cashier, computing its value in 
syntax, calculating its best potentiality 
and presentation in words, or cclour, or 
notes, or any other leak of the under- 
standing. 

Each vista is to them a vista, not the 
quarry of hungry adjectives, to be hunted 
and harried to a mortal or immortal 
doom—each perfect phrase the death of 
one more precious secret succumbing to 
the dreadful diligence of man’s curiosity 
and ambition. They are, these beasts, 
like the blind human fool, free, enviably 
free. 

Sharp from the west comes the death- 
cry of a pig, rending the peace with a 
dread significance. Gradually the squeal 
sinks to a fainter pain, until it merges 
harmoniously and veraciously into the 
general rhythm, becomes a true note in 
this inclusive Irony. On the road, across 
the bogs and brakes of Cummeen, a 
funeral passes; and over it small clouds 
move slowly in the same direction. Soon, 
the little clouds, and coffin, and mourners 
have diminished into invisibility 

We do not talk much. A weasel, in the 
little glen beneath, is killing a screeching 
rabbit. In the tield beyond a colt is being 
neighbourly and bites a filly’s itching 
neck; they rub their noses together, and 

on. 

We begin to talk of books—and littler 
things, such as love and field-mice. Our 
lazy words fade into stillness. Soon, we 
think, we will return for lunch. On the 
way back, we eat many blackberries, and 
have no appetite for dead lamb.

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A Young “Poet. 


I am told that a prize in 
ition has been won by 
‘Trimble, one of the youngest of 
poets. Some of Mr. Trimble’s verses have 
é; in the Jrish Times, and‘ our 
readers will recollect, in particular, the 
lines written by him for these columns on 
the occasion. of the death of Thomas 
Hardy. 
As a poet he has not yet reached 
maturity, but he gives promise of good 
work in that line if he can discipline the 
young poet’s natural exuberance. On the 
other hand, his prose has qualities which 
are not. often found in the work of a 
writer not long out of his "teens, and his 
dramatic criticisms have been recognised 
by playwrights and actors as among the 
best work of that kind done in Ireland 
within the last few years. 
Mr. Trimble is a Dubliner, who has 
recently entered the Free State Civil 
Service. His daily lot is at present cast 
among the bookmaking fraternity, scarcely 
the most congenial atmosphere for a young 
poet of sensibility whose interests outside 
literature are centred in bird life and 
beautiful flowers rather than in horse- 
flesh and the electric hare, but his 
temporary exile will pass. Hitherto Mr. 
Trimble’s modesty has hidden his light 
under the bushel of pseudonymity, but no 
doubt in due time Dublin will get an 
opportunity of hailing in him another star 


in its literary firmament. 


Belfast's Books. 


Belfastmen, and Ulster people generally, 
are noted for their local patriotism, but 
this admirable quality does not seem to 
reveal itself in their choice of books. 
Prompted by the Master of Balliol’s state- 
ment that too many books are being pub- 
lished, inquiries have been made in the 
two principal libraries and in the leading 
bookshops in the Northern capital, and in 
the result, a friend tells me, no Belfast 
writer is shown among Belfast’s favourite 
authors. 

Fiction easily heads the list of books 
asked for at all sources, but not one of the 
top novels is written by an Ulsterman, or 
even by an Irishman. This is all the 
more surprising when we consider that Mr. 
Forrest Reid, Mr. St. John Ervine, Mr. 
Patrick Magill, Mr. Shan. Bullock, and 
Mr. James Douglas are all Northerners, 
whose best material has been found in 
Ulster, and their work is popular nearly 
every where. i 

Verse, my friend says, is not much in 
demand, but the poetry of Mr. W. B. 
Yeats and two Ulster ladies, Miss Moira 
O'Neill and Miss Elizabeth Shane, is both 
bought and borrowed. It is disappointing 
to find that Ulster poets like Mr. Richard 
Rowley, mentioned in the “ Diary” the 
other day ; Mr. Joseph Campbell, and Mr. 
Padraic Gregory, who are characteristic of 
Ulster’s best, are not even mentioned. 

I fancy that some of the second-hand 
booksellers around Smithfield could tell a 
different tale about the market for the 
work of Ulster and Irish novelists and 
poets. If Mr. H. Richard Haywood and 
his friends in the Belfast radio station 
have not yet broadcast on these matters, 
perhaps their listeners-in would gain 
spiritually from a talk on Ulster writers. 


Al Sailor’s Troth.

A friend writes:—‘‘ Your correspondent 
in making his excellent suggestions for a 
brighter railway service might have men- 
tioned the extraordinarily antiquated 
system of lighting carriages on the G.S.R. 
I am not, I thank my stars, a daily pas- 
senger between Bray and Greystones, but 
recently I had occasion to make the 
journey several times in a week.

Linen Trade C hanges. 


Changes that might almost be described 
as revolutionary are taking place in the 
linen trade. Not so many years ago the 
Belfast manufacturer paid but slight 
attention to scientific research, the art of 
the “ publicity man’’ and new methods 
of marketing. He had a good article to 
sell, the public needed it and his profits 
were assured. But seven years of adver- 
sity have changed his outlook, and he is 
anxious to obtain all the help that science, 
advertising and modern salesmanship can 
give him. A scheme has been launched to 
standardise the qualities, sizes and prices 
of such articles as sheets, table cloths and 
towels. Hitherto there has been a multi- 
plicity of qualities, every manufacturer 
has followed his own fancy as regards size, 
and prices have varied greatly. The 
scheme, it is hoped, will enable manu- 
facturers to concentrate on the problem of 
economic mass production and make linen 
prices more competitive with those of 
cotton.

AN UNCANNY 
EXPERIENCE. 


(By PAMELA HINKSON.) 


E who were passengers on one of the 

two steamers which seemed from 

Deal to be directly under the waterspout 
that fell in the Channel last Wednesday 
afternoon, have read the description of it 
in the papers with particular interest. 
We had left Ostend at three o'clock in 
wonderfal summer weather—better than 
we had dared to hope for; for on Tuesday 
night the wind in the Dom Platz at 
Cologne howled ominously. However, 
there was our summer weather and a 
smooth sea—a little less glassy, perhaps, 
as we drew nearer to England. 3 

It was a day of strange clearness. We 
were hardly ever out of sight of land. The 
Belgian coast was visible for a long time. 
Then, almost at once it seemed, the 
French coast came into view, so clear that 
one felt one could almost have touched it 
For a long time we ran, as it seemed, 
between England and France mid-way, 
with that incredible clearness on both 
sides. There were dark clouds by this 
time, and, coming up on deck just as we 
passed the South Goodwin lightship, I 
noticed the strange effect of a rainbow 
that ran right across the sky, but was 
only visible on each side where it touche: 
the water, being hidden by black clouds 
otherwise. 

Then the gale got up, and at the same 
moment all the small crowd that was look- 
ing towards England ran forward pointing 
excitedly. Where England had been a 
moment ago there hung now against the 
black sky a long tube of cloud, 1t seemed, 
wavering in the wind. A man beside me 
was explaining to an excited Frenchman: 
“If that was three times as big and fell 
on the boat, it would turn her right 
round’? — did he say “round” or 
“over?” Staring at the waterspout, I 
thought it looked comfortingly small. It 
was still wavering in the wind. I looked 
up at the Captain’s bridge. What were 
they doing about it? Were we changing 
our course? We seemed to keep steadily 
on, straight for it. 


THE FALL. 


The wind blew in our faces, and it was 
cold. A little time ago England had 
looked so near, and we had been saying 
how. lucky we were in our wonderful 
passage. We had seen the outward-going 
Ostend boat, first as a great black. bulk 
against the wonderful sunset, then as a 
small steamer in the distance. There was 
another boat—possibly the Calais boat— 
somewhere close; but I cannot remember 
where it was at that moment. The expert 
beside me was talking quietly. — 'i've 
seen them out East—iour times as big— 


going up to Shanghai just before the 
monsoon.’’ He began to explain how a 
waterspout was formed: “ Féeds itself, 
vou see; there is a tube of water inside 
that. No.’’—calmly—‘ I should not say 


that it would hit us now. ‘The wind ‘+s 
blowing it away.” 

I had been thinking how far away Eng- 
land looked after all—how lonely it was 
on this dark sea under the strangely dark 
sky. It was all eery, uncanny, with that 
long, wavering black cloud ahead of us. 
Then it fell. “I told you the wind was 
blowing it*away from us,” the man from 
Shanghai said triumphantly, but I think 
that he was relieved too. It seemed to 
fall no more than twenty yards away from 
us, but I cannot judge distances. The man 
from Shanghai might have enlightened 
me, but we had to run then before 
a storm of hail. The clouds were blac 
as night on the side from which the wind 
blew. The hailstones danced on the 
water, as though imitating the churning 
waterspout at a little distance. 

I, at least, wondered nervously if those 
uncanny clouds held another waterspout 
or some such terrifying phenomenon oi 
nature. We watched the dancing hail- 
stones, and I listened to a lesson in 
physical geography such as 1 might have 
learned at school if I had ever thought 
that I should see a waterspout in tho 
Channel, and that it would concern me sv 
closely. I read on land with a comfort- 
able thrill that the two steamers 
threatened by the waterspout had 
managed to steam safely away. 


THE THOMAS HARDY 
MEMORIAL. 


HIS BIRTHPLACE TO BE

The subscription list for the memorial to 
Thomas Hardy, the novelist, has been closed, 
over £1,000 having been raised. The Mayor 
of Dorchester stated yesterday that it would 
be possible to carry out two of the proposals 
in the original scheme. They would be able 
to place an obelisk on Rainbarrow, which 
had the approval of Mrs. Hardy; and to 
preserve the novelist’s birthplace at Bock- 
hampton, three miles from Dorchester. The 
preservation of Thomas Hardy’s birthplace 
had been secured through the generosity of 
Mr. Cecil Hanbury, M.P. for North Dorset, 
but, owing to lack of funds, they would be 
unable to carry out the formation of a library 
of Hardy’s works.

As far as I can judge, and 
EA Sh guis wg on snipe, woodcock and Sa 
fowl in Central Ireland go back for some . y 
years, and I have had the privilege of dis- 
cussing this subject with the late Mr. R. J. 
Ussher, the southern migration of the home- 
bred birds begins on the September moon, 
and by the October moon nearl all of them 
have gone south. Some may linger in the 
southern counties till November, but, 
generally, the snipe and woodcock of Northern 
and Central Ireland have moved south 
between the 15th and 24th October. Then 
comes an interregnum, and the northern birds 
hegin to arrive to take their place about the 7th 
November, this» migration from the north 
reaching its height between the 15th and 24th 
November on the November moon from 
Scandinavia, where they have nested in the 
summer months, the home-bred birds winter- 
ing in Southern Europe, Northern Africa, 
and, in the case of snipe, even crossing the 
Equator. Such. being the case, Sir 
Colthurst’s proposed extension of close time 
to the 1st November would simply mean that 
no one in Central or Northern Ireland would 
get a shot at the birds bred on his own land ; 
and who will take any interest in preserva- 
tion in such circumstances? | 

The idea of making shooting illegal half an 
hour before dark is absurd. This would stop 
not only all flighting for wildfowl, but also 
shooting pigeons coming in to roost, and even 
the last beats in cover shooting, as from 
mid-November to mid-January the sun sets 
at from 35.51 p.m. to 4.18 p.m. Thus shoot- 
ing would have to cease in those months by 
5.50 p.m. as an average. Why should flight 
shooting be stopped? It requires knowledge 
of wildfow! and their ways, first-rate skill in 
marksmanship, affords to many the only sport 
they have, and has very little effect on the 
numbers of migratory wildfowl, especially 
along the sea coast, where none would be got 
except by flighting. On the other hand, I 
am cordially in agreement with the Govern- 
ment’s proposal to prohibit shooting between 
one hour after sunset and one hour before 
sunrise on all of the land feeding places of 
wildfowl, as it is not the number of fowl 
killed at night that does the harm, but their 
disturbance on their feeding grounds by the 
flashes of the guns; and where fowl are con- 
stantly disturbed on their night feeding 
grounds they will abandcn that locality. 

The so-called black geese—i.e., the brent 
and the barnacle—never feed inland; they 
feed only on the tidal mudflats, and, except 
in very severe weather or when fog is dense, 
can never be approached by day. A very 
large proportion of the widgeon that winter 
brings to British and Irish coasts also keep 
below high-water mark, and can only be shot 
at night; and no harm would be done to the 
supply of these if shooting were permitted on 
tidal waters below high-water mark at any 
time of night, while making it illegal to 
shoot on inland waters or marshes between 
one hour after sunset and one hour before 
sunrise, 

As for the other suggestion—to stop the 
sale of all game—this is ridiculous. Once 
game is legally shot it becomes personal 
property. It would be as reasonable to pro- 
hibit anyone from selling hand-reared 
pheasants or even chickens. What is ex- 
terminating -game in Ireland is promiscuous 
poaching and the enormous increase of 
vermin of all kinds, due to the cessation of 
preservation and the consequent lack of 
pamekeepers, who used to keep this vermin 
in check. For want of keepers to reduce their 
numbers by trap and gun, the country now 
Swarms with weasels, hawks, magpies and 
rooks, as well as with the worst vermin of 
all, the common rat. Only professional 
keepers can reduce the numbers of these, and, 
it they are not kept down, no restrictions on 
Shooting will save. partridge, pheasants and 
grouse.—-Yours, etc., Jonn W. Yuune.

DIGGING IN EGYPT. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sir,—Some few miles south of Luxor, but 
on the opposite bank of the Nile, is a village 
called Erment, which, except for its splendid 
rows of lebbek trees, its little bazaar and its 
exceptional cleanliness, has no particular 
attractions for the ordinary traveller. Yet 
it 18 an .nteresting place if for no other 
reason than that the modern .inhabitants 
strongly believe that it was here that Moses 
was born. As Mr. Weigall says, there is no 
inherent improbability in the tradition, as 
the bathing-place of the princes and 
princesses, who lived in the palaces a little 
north of the place, was not far off. Even 
to this day the rushes grow at a likely spot 
where, perchance, the child was found. 

From the archeological point of view 
Erment is of the utmost importance. It is 
rich in ancient remains. The place has been 
inhabited “from the earliest ‘times. ‘The 
inhabitants of the Valley, long antecedent to 
the times of the Pharaohs, lie buried in the 
desert beyond the town. It was the home of 
the great kings of the Twelfth Dynasty, and 
in early Christian times it was still flourish- 
ing, with a large church. To this locality 
the Egypt Exploration Society propose to 
send a body of explorers who will work the 
site during the coming winter and spring. 
Their immediate object is a curious one. 

Several »f the classical writers: of Graeco- 
Roman times refer to the fact that Erment 
was the seat of the worship of an extra- 
ordinary ‘ull’ whom thev called Buchis, 
‘whose hair turns the contrary way from 
that of other animals, and who changes his 
colour every hour.” There is not much 
chance of the discovery of any evidence to 
confirm this quaint statement, but where 
there was any worship of animals there, too, 
were their burial-places, and it is the un- 


earthing of these sepulchres that the 
explorers have in view. 
Nor is this all. It has been found that 


not only were the bulls buried - here, but 
their mothers. Already two of the huge 
sarcophagi 'n which the embalmed cows were 
laid to rest, in elaborate vaults deep under- 
ground, have been discovered. Unfortunately, 
they had been robbed, but the raiders had 
left sufficient gold foil as an indication that 
the sacred cows had been extravagantly 
interred. There is every prospect that some 
at least of these extraordinary burials will 
be found intact, and, if so, the discoveries 
must supply much information of historical 
importance, as they will carry us back to two 
thousand vears before the Christian Era, 
when this cult of the bulls and the cows

CAREERS OF CHIEF 
MAGISTRATES. 


ne oe 
(By HUGH STANMORE. ) 


66 NEVER thought, forty years ag, 
| when I came to London a poor lad 
from the banks of the Tweed that I shou: 
arrive at so great a distinction, were 
the frank words with which Sir John 
Pirie, Lord Mayor of London, opened his 
speech at a Guildhall dinner, and thev 
ure typical of the modesty of many 
another man who has made the journey 
from a cottage to the Mansion House. 

When Sir Chapman Marshall, who was 
Chief Magistrate of the City, three years 
earlier, was a guest as Sheriff at a publi. 
dinner to the supporters of the Metr 
politan Charity Schools, he began his 
address in this strain of admirable 
candour: “My Lord Mayor and Gent! 
men,—I want words to -express | 
You see belore you 
a humble individual who has been 
educated at a parochial school. I came 
to London in 1803, without a shilling, 
without a friend. I have not had the 
benefit of a classica] education; but this 
I will say, my Lord Mayor and gentle 
men. that you witness in me what may be 
done by the earnest application of hones: 
industry, and I trust that my example 
may induce others to aspire by the same 
means to the distinguished situation 
which I now have the honour to fill.” 

On another occasion the sel!-deprecia. 
tion of a Lord Mayor was a cause of em- 
barrassment to a verv distinguished gues 
When Sir Peter Laurie, during his mayora' 
year, entertained the judges, he had 
his right hand Lord Tenterden, whose 
father, as the world knows, had been a 
humble hairdresser. ‘‘ You see befor 
you,” Sir Peter exclaimed to his 
astonished quests, “the Chief Magistrate 
of this great Empire and the Chief 
Justice of England sitting at my right 
hand. both now in the highest offices of 


ithe State, and both sprung from the very 


dregs of the people.” 
ERRAND BOY’S RISE. 


“There has never been a time, since 
London had a Mayor to boast ol, when 
this high office has not been filled more 
than once in a generation by men who 


have climbed to it from very low rungs 
on the social ladder. So far back as 
Henry V.’s time, Sir William de 


Sevenoke, who was Mavor in 1418, had 
begun life as a foundling, had been 
educated by charitv, and started his 
career as errand boy for a small grocer. 
Sir Thomas White, who played such a 
loyal and gallant part at the time «f 
Wyatt's Rebellion, had for father a poor 
clothier, and was himself apprenticed to 
a tailor at the age of twelve. Yet he 
lived to amass great wealth, to found St 
John's College, Oxford, and Tonbridge 
School, and to be the first man in tha 
world’s capital. 

In the fifteenth century a poor York. 
shire iad left his father’s cottage in 
Wharfedale and travelled to distant 
London in a carrier's cart to seek fame 
and fortune. As Sir William Craven 
he was the Lord Mavor of 1611; and his 
son, grandson of the Yorkshire farm 
labourer, married the Queen ol Bohemia, 
a Stuart Princess, and became 
ancester of a long line of Earls.

Maguire sail that although they had given 


up the manufacture of bodies since giving 


evidence against the tariff, they had given 


that evidence as real live manufacturers at 


the time, and whether they had abandoned 
that position of opposing the tariff, the 
Commission had the benefit of their evidence 

manufacturers at the time they were 
interested. 

Mr, Maguire submitted that there was no 
public opinion behind the application for a 
tariff. No public representatives had come 
there, and none of the many societies in- 
terested in industrial protection or. the pro- 
motion of Irish industry had shown any 
inclination to come before the Commission, 
and he held that the applicants had not 
satisfied the Tribunal that they could deliver 
the goods. 

Evidence was then given on behalf of the 
Irish Motor Traders by Mr. 8. T. Robinson, 
South King street, Dublin. He said that, 
taking the types of cars at present imported, 
the bodies cost on an average per cent. 
of the total. On his sales for the past twelve 
months he disposed of 7 per cent. of fabric 
hodies and 92 per cent. of steel bodies. 

In pre-war days, and during the war, he 
had tried to build bodies in Dublin, but 
each attempt proved a failure. During the 
Great War conditions for body building 
were much more favourable than to-day, and 
even then he lost money on the enterprise. 

TASTE IN CARS. 

The present demand was for a cheap, 
serviceable car; there was no demand for 
luxurious bodies. Every reputable manufac- 


turer of chassis made several types of 
chassis—some made three, others made 
seven. For the seven types there were 


forty-eight different bodies made, and for the 
‘three types twenty bodies. It was quite im- 
possible to standardise bodies, having all 
requirements. The designing of a body was 
a matter for an expert, because of balance 
weight, and such matters. 

Speaking of fabric bodies, he said that 
‘hey were most popular twelve months ago. 
Unfortunately, ere were a lot of cheap 
abric bodies, which were most unsatisfactory, 
put on the market during the year, and the 
result was that the demand fell; and he was 
perfectly satisfied that in the coming year 
there would be a much bigger demand for 
Stee! bodies. He would not put a fabric car 
Into stock. 

NO FUTURE FOR BODY BUILDING. 

It was the opinion of the Society of Irish 
Motor Traders that body building had no 
future in the Free State owing to the limited 
demand for any particular type of body. 

Replying to questions put by Mr. 
Whelehan, the witness said that Irish motor 
‘iaders offered no opposition to the imposi- 
tion of a tariff on commercial bodies and 
motor bievcles. He saw no reason why they 
could not manufacture all the commercial 
hodies they wanted in this country. With 
‘he present protection he believed that Irish 
notor body builders were able to turn out 
‘apable commercial vehicles. As to non- 
commercial cars, they were as efficient as 
they could be, taking into consideration the 
home market. 

Dr. Hinchcliffe put some questions as to 
fabric bodies, and the probability of their 
coming into general use, and witness ex- 
pressed the view that they were not likely 
to come into general use, and said that one 
of the reasons for that arose out of varia- 
tions of climate—wet and cold, People had 
complained to him cf the difficulty of keep- 
ing them in order 

FABRIC BODIES. 

Mr. A. F. Nolan (of he firm of Messrs. 
Lincoln and Nolan), giving evidence in op- 
position to the application, agreed with Mr. 
Robinson that a good, high-class fabric body 
vas a success, but the inferior fabric bodies 
were a failure. He had had some experience 
6! bodies being built in the Free State, but 
generally they cost twice as much as they 
could get them in England. He was not im- 
pressed by the lines or designs of some Irish 
hodies he had seen. On the whole, they were 
satisfied with the type of commercial vehicle 
body turned out by Irish firms. He could 
not see any possibility of Irish bodies being 
Put on the market at a competitive price.

PETROL CAN KNOCKED ON TO 


EXHAUST PIPE. 


Considerable damage was caused by fire to 
the roof and other portions of the Kerry 
Motor Works, Edward street, Tralee, yester- 
day afternoon. : 

Work in the garage was in full swing at 
the time of the outbreak, which was caused 
by the sudden breaking of the main belt 
drive. A flying end of the belt knocked a 
petrol tank. on to the exhaust, and in a 
few seconds the work bench was burning 
furiously.

Mr. Morris made a similar request to Mr. 
Sullivan, and said that he intended at a 
future date to move a resolution on the 
matter. 

A DRUG IN THE MARKET. 

Mr. English did not think that the Govern- 
ment was likely to expend such a large sum 
on the mines at present. A couple of loads of 
Slievardagh coal were hawked in the. streets 
of Cashel daily, but the only people who 
could purchase it were those who had the old- 
style grates or blowing machines.

In réply to Mr. Taylor, witness denied 
that his wife left him because she tould not 
keep him in money. It was not true that 
his wife gave him the money to buy the 
furniture. His wife went to America in her 
former husband’s name.

Longer Lives. 

Is the expectation of physical life higher 
to-day than it was a century ago? Dr. 
Charles Singer, writing on a hundred 
years of progress in English medical 
services, holds that undoubtedly it is. 
‘‘ Any reader of these lines who has not 
passed forty years has a chance of a life 
over ten years longer ' than a person 
under forty might expect a century ago. 
Professor Major Greenwood. questions this 
opinion. There is no reason to assume 
that the. expectation of life has been ex- 
tended so much, although it seems to have 
been extended in some measure. Generalisa- 
tions in these matters may be misleading, 
because no other age has collected and 
classified statistics. as we collect and 
classify them to-day. Comparisons may 
be drawn between the early nineteenth and 
the early twentieth centuries, which are 
much to the advantage of the latter, but 
it is possible that the nineteenth century 
compares unfavourably . with . earlier 
periods. Yet it would be idle to 
deny that extraordinary progress has 
been made in medical science within 
the past hundred years. It is possible, at 
least— although we have no reason what- 
ever to take it for granted—that the 
average life-time now is longer than in 
any previous period of history. How does 
the present age compare with the 
eighteenth or the early nineteenth century 
‘in its opportunities for Jeisure, amuse- 
ment and “the pursuit of happiness ”’ ?

OBITUARY.

SIR LAWRENCE JENKINS. 


Sir Lawrence Jenkins, whose death is an- 
nounced, was not — a notable figure in the 
long line of famous law-givers to the people 
of India, but also a man who exerted great 
influence on Indian political and social de- 
velopment, says The Times. After having 
been a puisne judge of the High Court of 
Calcutta and Chief Justice of Bombay, he 
became Chief Justice of Calcutta, with an 
intervening period of membership of the 
Council of India, and subsequently he sat 
for man" years on the Judicial Committee of 
the Privy Council. Lawrence Hugh Jen- 
kins, the second son of sir, Richard David 
Jenkins. of Cilbronau, Cardigan, was born 
on December 22, 1858. 


MR. DAVID MURRAY, LL.D. 


Mr. David Murray, LL.D., one of . Glas- 
gow’s most notable citizens, died at his home 
at Moorpark, -Cardrodd, yesterday, aged 
eighty-six years. Mr. Murray, a solicitor, 
was a venerable figure, with a massive 
Leonine head and flowing white beard. He 
was the oldest member of Glasgow Univer- 
sity Council, was an authority on archeology, 
a Vice-President of the Society of Anti- 
quaries, President. of the Glasgow Biblio- 
grapbical Society, and a voluminous writer 
on technical subjects. When Glasgow Univer- 
sity celebrated the seventieth anniversary of 
Mr. *‘Murray’s matriculation last year, 
Principal Sir Donald MacAlister described 
him as “ The Nestor of our Council, the 
controller of «finance, historiographer of our 
chronicles, benefactor of our library. and, as 
his many contests with external bodies have 
shown, guardian of eur inherited traditions 
and privileges.’” 


MR. EDWARD LE GRAND ADAMS. 


Mr. Edward Le Grand Adams, formerly 
United States Consul in Dublin, died yester- 
day at the residence of his son-in-law, 
Rosemount, Booterstown, County Dublin. 

Born in 1851, Mr. Adams was the youngest 
son of the late Mr. Benjamin Adams, of New 
York. He was educated. at Brockport 
Normal School; and at the Rochester Univer- 


sity. On leaving college he became a 
journalist, and for. some years was city 
editor. of the Rochester Democrat. and 
Ohreanicle Afterwards he was editor-in- 


chief of the Elmira Advertiser. 

Mr. Adams took a prominent part in the 
McKinley presidential campaign, being then 
attached to the Republican national head- 
qurters. In 1902 he was appointed United 
States Consul-General . at Stockholm.‘ He 
resided in ‘Sweden until 1909, when he was 
transferred to Dublin. The strenuous duties 
involved by the movement of American 
forces: during the Great War impaired his 
health, and he never really recovered. His 
position was also made difficult as a result of 
the Easter Week rebellion and the subse- 
quent disturbances in Ireland. In 1920 he 
was appointed Consul at Sherbrooke, Quebee, 
and he retired in 1924. 

Since his retirement. he had travelled 
extensively in. Europe, and had paid several 
vsits to Ireland. In 1879 Mr. Adams mar- 
ried Miss Kate Atwatter, of New York. He 
is survived by Mrs. Adams, two daughters, 
and a son.

Regret at the ‘* unfriendly attitude ’’ ado | :

pressed by the ha Gloucester, Dr. Headlam, in his pre- 
idential address. When a pronouncement like that’ of the Pope 
—eondenining all friendly relations with other Christian Churches 
—was issued, it was a sign, said Dr. Headlam, not of the strength 
of the position which he occupied, but of the weakness. 

The Bishop of Gloucester said that he believed that the causc 
of Christian unity was the most fundamental at the present time 
for the well-being of Christian civilisation. 

Severe criticism of modern tendencies was made by the Bishop 
of Durham, who said that ‘the conditions which preceded the revolt 
against ‘‘hristianity in the French and Russiar revolutions were 
present in Jngland to-day. They appeared to be living on an in- 
herited capital of Christian morality, which was steadily wasting. 
(‘hristian tradition must die in English public life if cut of from 
faith and worship. 

Speaking at Newcastle yesterday, Bishop Welldon took a 
similar line. He said that Bolshevism. which reigns in Russia, 
was not unknown in England, where the fundamental laws of 
Christian morality are being denied. —

Prince Arthur of Connaught made the 
announcement of the gift at the annual 
dinner of past and present students of the 
Middlesex Hospital Medical School, over 
which he presided last evening. 

Prince Arthur, posing» the toast, 
“The. Middlesex Hospital and Medical 
School,’’ said that the Governors’ scheme 
of development included the provision of 
a block for paying patients. He did not 
hesitate to say that the outlook had been 
gloomy and that they had been near 
despair. It was hard to find. words which

ANCIENT CANAANITE 
 C(ITY WALLS.

JERUSALEM, Tuesday. 
_After a fortnight’s work on the excava- 
tions at Hazor, in North Galilee, which 
ig recognised as the most important 
archeological. site in Palestine—even 
bigger than Megiddo—Dr. Garstang, Pro- 
fessor of Archwology at the University 
of Liverpool, -who is supervising the 
Marston Expedition, has issued: an official 
bulletin. eerie : cad 
The expedition was orvanised by Sir 
Charles Marston. for the exploration oí 
ancient sites in Palestine, and the pre 
liminary .work already has disclos:d the 
ancient walls of Hai, the Royal city of 
the Canaanites, and the scene of their 
massacre by Joshua after his victory at 
Jericho. 
It has been ascertained tha. the great 
camp enclosure, measuring thousands of 
yards in length, and protected by earth- 
works one hundred feet high, was totally 
destroyed and .evacuated during the late 
Bronze Age,—namely, between 1600 and 
1200 z.c. There are signs that the destruc. 
tion was accompanied by an extensive 
conflagration. 
The expedition has uncovered the stout 
defensive walls of the Acropolis in 
stretches of fifty yards long, which shows 
signs of having been breaclied, and also of 
indifferent repair. : 
Subsequent occupation was.confined to 
the. Acropolis, upon which, after an 
interval of Greek ‘occupation in the early 
stage of the Iron Age, fresh defensive 
works were built in brick. There are also 
remains of débris of a more developed 
phase, attribytable to the period of 
Solomon, and later, up to 700 p.c. | 
The excavation of the Acropolis and 
also of the-deeper levels on the site is 
being coptinued.

MR. HOOVER’S PROSPECTS

RICHMOND, VIRGINIA, Tuesday. 
The Presidential candidature of 
Governor Al Smith, raising the issues 
of prohibition and religion, has split the 
Democratic Party wide open in Virginia 
and other Southern: States.

That. the Democratic opposition to 
Governor Smith is seventy-five per cent.

leaders, and admitted by the- Republican 
leaders, who are allied with the anti- 
Smith Democrats in this campaign. The 
Republican leaders disclaim any con- 


nection with the fomentation of religious

“4 NEW KIND OF

Alexander Ure, first Baron Strathcylde, 
was born in Glasgow, his father, John Ure, 
being an ex-Lord Provost of the city. He 
was educated at arti and wy 3 nn 
versities, taking the degrees o A. an 
LL.B. He was called to the Scottish Bar 
in 1878, and practised both in Edinburgh and 
London. He was Lecturer on Constitutional 
Law and History in Glasgow University from 
1878 ‘to 1890. In 1895 he was returned to 
Parliament as member for Linlithgow. He 
was appointed Solicitor-General for Scotland 
in 1905, on the formation of Sir Henry Ca ~4 
bell-Bannerman’s Administration. in 1909, 
when Lord Oxford became Prime Minister, 
Mr. Ure was made Lord Advocate, and as 
Lord Advocate he was the head of an en: 
counter with Mr. Balfour (now the Earl of 
Balfour), which ranks among the most re- 
markable in recent Parliamentary history. 

In the Budget campaign which preceded 
the eral election of {91 , Mr. Ure spoke at 
Newbury, Berkshire, and was reported to 
have used words to the effect that the old 
people of the country had grounds for fearing 
that the return of the Unionists to power 
might mean a discontinuance of their o:d-age 
pensions. Mr. Balfour, who, then Leader of 
the Opposition, in an address delivered at 
the Junior Constitutional Club, denounced 
Mr. Ure’s reported speech with uncommon 
vehemence.

Mr. T. G. Sorby, the new Master Cutler of 
Sheffield, in his installation speech yesterday, 
said that the safeguarding of cutlery had 
been of value, but not of as much value as it 
might have been, either in restricting foreign 
imports or in the amount of duty collected. 

This was due to the fact that the duty 
was charged on the declared invoice value of 
the goods, which was always a low value, and 
sometimes intentionally false. All duties 
charged should be on the market value of 
the goods as produced in England and not 
on prices invoiced from abroad.

The Free State Department of Agriculture 
issues the following :— 
Although the Live Stock Breeding Act of 
1925 has been only three years in operation, 
there is already a notable improvement “in 
the quality of the young cattle offered for 
sale at fairs and markets throughout the 
Since the Act was put in operation 
the standard of quality required to enable 
to qualify for licences 
gradually raised, and at the next inspection, 
to be held in February, 1929, a uniformly 
high standard will be looked for. 
Farmers should, therefore, exercise care 
and judgment in selecting bull calves to be 
retained for breeding purposes, 
inferior male calves should castrated, as 
it will be useless to present animals of poor 
inspection in the hope that 
licences will be secured for them, 
The bull calves intended for inspection 
should be well looked after during the winter 
heing properly fed, cared 
handled, as bulls presented to the inspectors 
jn poor condition due to neglect and insuffi- 
cient feeding will be rej :

The Justice—Even if your story is true, it 
was a dreadful thing to be smoking a 
eigarette while treating the dog with a highly 
inflammable material, and, apart from any 
other feature of the case, your conduct 
amouuted to criminal negligence. 
Lynch stated that the dog on a previous 
occasion had followed him, and he reported 
the occurrence to the police. Mr. O'Reilly at 
that time claimed the dog, and when witness 
took it to his house he promised to give a 
reward, but that promise was never fulfilled.

NEW ASSOCIATION FORMED. 


The Association of Irish Wolf-hound 
Breeders, in their appeal for support and co- 
operation, state in a circular that “ the origin 
of our national dog is wrapped in the 
Obscurity of the dawn of history. The Irish 
wolf-hound has been described as ‘noble in 
character, majestic in bearing, swift in the 
chase, tenacious to the end; a mighty hunter, 
generous to friend, but terrible to foe; 
supreme among the canine races for in- 
pn ee and an almost uncanny sense of 

and evil; sublime im his devotion; the 
i“ of his master's heart and faithful unto 
death '—such is the splendid record of the 
Irish wolf-hound, gleanedfrom the mythologi- 
cal legends of the Emerald Isle, and taken 
from the written page of English history 
from the dawn of our race unto the twentieth 
century.” 

The breed, it is further stated, is advancing 
“with giant strides ” towards its proper posi- 
tion of mes “As in the canine world, not 
only in England, but in many of the coun‘ies. 
of Europe and in America. on 

“Tt was with a view to endeavouring to 
make our own country take its proper place 
as the real home of its own national hound,”’ 
says the circular, “‘ that the campaign for the 
revival, purification and increase of the breed 
that the Association of Irish Wolf-hound 
Breeders was founded on the 23rd July, 
1928. ”’ : 

The president of the Association is Lady 
Talbot de Malahide, and the vice-presidents 
are Viscount Powerscourt, the Marquess of 
Londonderry, Mr. J. F. Baily, Mr. and Mrs. 
J. V. Rork. 

Among the objects and methods of the 
Association are an endeavour “to establish 
firmly the breed of Irish wolf-hound in 
Ireland by defining as precisely as possible its 
type and qualities; to urge upon breeders and 
judges the adoption of that type and those 
qualities as the only standard by which Irish 
wolf-hounds are to be bred and judged, and 
which may, therefore, be uir sii "ó accepted 
as the sole standard in breeding.” 

The annual subscription for membership of 
the Association is 10s. 6d. A dance in aid of 
the objects of the Association will be held at 
the Metropole Restaurant, Dublin, on 
Wednesday next, the 10th inst. 

On Friday. next (October 5th) a street 
collection, from 2 to 6.15 p.m., will be made 
on behalf of the Irish Blue Cross. .The collec- 
tion will be made by seme dozen Irish wolf- 
hounds, each harnessed to a specially designed 
collection box, appropriately covered with 
propaganda matter, and each dog to he 
paraded through the principal shopping and 
residential quarters by two lady collectors 
with flags. The rendezvous for all hounds 
and lady helpers for this collection will be 
the corner gate of St. Stephen's Green (top 
of Grafton street), at 2 p.m.
